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THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE 
ARCHITECTURAL LEAGUE 



The Architectural League of New York was 
organized with 18 members, February 18, 1881, reorgan- 
ized January 18, 1886, and incorporated with 166 mem- 
bers November 2, 1888. Its purpose is the promotion of 
architecture and the allied fine arts. It recognizes the 
essential alliance of the decorative arts by providing that 
its President and its two Vice-Presidents shall be an 
architect, a mural painter and a sculptor. The member- 
ship of the League is wholly professional, and consists of 
three classes, namely: active, Associate, and honorary 
members. Membership in each of which classes may be 
resident or non-resident. 

In 1892, on the completion of the building of the 
American Fine Arts Society, the League obtained per- 
manent quarters in that building, where it maintains a 
club room for the use of the members, a room for meet- 
ings, and its library. Its annual exhibitions are regularly 
held in the galleries of the same building. 
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The work of the League falls naturally into two divi- 
sions, professional and public. Its professional work is 
carried on through the meetings of the League and the 
work of its various committees. Its public work em- 
braces all that is concerned with the general public, and 
chiefly centers in its exhibitions. These have been held 
annually since 1886, and they now form an important 
feature in the art exhibitions in New York each season. 
During the last year the exhibition has been made free 
to the public on Saturdays, and its popularity has been 
greatly increased by this policy. The opening reception 
at the beginning of the exhibitions invariably brings 
together a large and representative company and the 
interest of the general public is further invited in the 
public meetings or lectures, of which three are given dur- 
ing the continuance of each exhibition, and which have 
invariably developed a wide interest in the League and 
its work. 

Members who contemplate foreign travel are again 
reminded that upon proper verification of their member- 
ship in the Architectural League of New York, the 
courtesy of free admission with permission to sketch is 
permitted by the authorities of certain galleries of the 
principal cities of Europe.

ARTICLE I. 

NAME AND OBJECT. 

Section 1. — This Association shall be called "The 
Architectural League of New York." 

Section 2. — Its object shall be the promotion of archi- 
tecture and the allied fine arts. 

ARTICLE II. 

GOVERNMENT. 

Section 1. — The government and management of the 
League shall be entrusted to a Committee of Twelve of 
its resident members, which shall be known as the Execu- 
tive Committee. This Committee shall consist of the 
President, the Vice-Presidents, and nine members, as 
noted in Section 2 of this Article. They shall make By- 
Laws for their own control and for the control of the 
League, and such other rules and regulations as they may 
deem proper ; such By-Laws, rules and regulations shall 
be printed and published with this Constitution. 

Section 2. — The nine members of the Executive Com- 
mittee first elected, not including the President and Vice-

Presidents, shall divide themselves by lot into three 
classes of three members each. 

The first class shall serve for three years, the second 
class for two years, and the third class for one year from 
the second Monday of January of 1887, and thereafter 
three members of the Executive Committee shall be 
elected each year, to serve three years, to supply the place 
of the class retiring, no member of said class to be eligible 
for renomination and re-election until at least one year 
after his term of office has expired. 

Section 3. — Members to fill vacancies which may 
occur in any of the three classes in the interim between 
any two regular elections shall be appointed by the presi- 
dent, subject to confirmation by the Executive Committee. 
They shall hold office until the next regular election. 

Section 4. — Any member of the Executive Committee 
who shall absent himself from three consecutive meetings 
of the Committee, unless he shall have previously obtained 
permission so to do, or shall present at the next regular 
meeting an excuse for his absence satisfactory to the ma- 
jority of those present, shall be considered as having re- 
signed as a member of the Executive Committee, and 
shall cease to be a member thereof. 

Section 5. — At its January meeting in each year the 
Executive Committee shall appoint a Nomination Com- 
mittee consisting of three past members of the Executive 
Committee. 

At least four weeks before the Annual Meeting such 
Committee shall post on the Club Bulletin a list of the

vacancies in the Executive Committee to be filled at the 
Annual Meeting, and its nomination of candidates there- 
for; a copy of which shall be sent by the Secretary to 
each member with the notice of the Annual Meeting. 
Other nominations may be made in writing if signed by 
at least fifteen resident members, and if forwarded to 
the Secretary at least one week before the Annual 
Meeting, and shall be by him forthwith posted on the 
Club Bulletin. 

Section 6: — The Executive Committee shall be and 
constitute the Trustees of the League, and shall manage 
its business and financial affairs, but they shall not incur 
any debt or liability on its behalf, exceeding the assets of 
the League, without its direction. 

Any indebtedness, legally incurred, as above provided, 
shall be the indebtedness of the League, and the resident 
members, if necessary, shall bear the same by equal 
assessments. 

Section 7. — The Executive Committee shall have 
power to admit into alliance with the League artistic, 
literary, scientific, and philosophical societies, which may 
include in their objects the promotion of architecture or 
any of the allied fine arts. 

ARTICLE III. 

OFFICERS. 
Section L — The officers of the League shall be a 
President and two Vice-Presidents, one of whom shall 
be an architect, one a decorative painter and one a sculp- 
tor ; a Secretary and a Treasurer. They shall hold office 
until their successors shall have been chosen.

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CONSTITUTION. 

Section 2. — The President and Vice-Presidents shall 
be elected for a term of one year, and shall be eligible 
for re-election for one additional term, but at the expira- 
tion of such two successive terms they shall become ineli- 
gible for eleven months thereafter. 

Section 3. — The Executive Committee shall elect one 
of their number to act as Secretary, and one to act as 
Treasurer of the League, who shall hold office during the 
pleasure of the Executive Committee. 

Section 4. — At the first regular meeting after the an- 
nual meeting there shall be appointed, by the President, 
two Auditors, who shall not be officers of the League, 
nor members of the Executive Committee, and who shall 
hold office until their successors shall be appointed. It 
shall be their duty to examine, between the second and 
third Mondays of April of each year, the books and 
accounts of the Treasurer, and also to audit his annual 
report for the next annual meeting, and to report concern- 
ing same to the Executive Committee. Their report shall 
form a part of the Annual Report of the Executive Com- 
mittee to the League. 

Section 5. — There shall be three delegates and three 
alternates to represent the League in the Fine Arts 
Federation. The President of the League shall be the 
first delegate, and the First Vice-President his alternate. 
One delegate and one alternate shall be elected each year, 
to serve for two years, and who shall hold office until the 
annual meeting of the Fine Arts Federation next ensuing 
after the annual meeting of the League, and the incoming 
delegates and alternates shall take office at that time.

ARTICLE IV. 

DUTIES OF PRESIDENT AND VICE- 
PRESIDENTS. 

Section 1. — The President, or in his absence one of 
the Vice-Presidents, shall preside over all meetings of the 
League and of the Executive Committee ; in the absence 
of both, a presiding officer shall be elected from among 
the resident members. 

The President shall, with the Treasurer, sign all writ- 
ten contracts and obligations of the League. He shall 
appoint all committees of the League, and of the Execu- 
tive Committee, unless it shall be especially provided or 
ordered otherwise. He shall exercise a general supervi- 
sion over all the affairs of the League. 

Section 2. — The President and Vice-Presidents shall 
be ex officio, members of all committees. 

Such members ex officio shall be entitled to vote, but 
shall not be counted in forming a quorum. 

article v. 
MEMBERSHIP. 

Section 1. — The membership of the League shall con- 
sist of three classes, namely: Associate, Active and 
Honorary members, membership in each of which classes 
may be resident or non-resident. 

The Executive Committee shall elect by ballot to all 
classes of membership. Except in the case of Honorary 
members, negative votes to the extent of one-third of 
those cast shall exclude a candidate. The election of

Honorary members must be unanimous; and not more 
than two Honorary members shall be elected in any one 
year. All members, except Honorary members, shall be 
elected to Associate membership before becoming eligible 
to Active membership. 

Section 2. — Candidates for Associate or Active mem- 
bership must be upward of twenty-one years of age, and 
must either be nominated by the Membership Nominating 
Committee, or proposed and seconded by two members 
of their own profession by letters addressed to the Sec- 
retary. 

The names of all candidates shall be submitted for 
approval to the Standing Committee corresponding in 
profession to that of the candidate, which shall inquire 
as to his qualifications for membership as set forth in 
Section 4 of this article, and make a report on the same 
to the Executive Committee for its consideration. 

The names of all candidates must have been posted 
on the official bulletin board in the League rooms at 
least two months previous to election. The names, ad- 
dresses and occupations of candidates, together with their 
proposers and seconders, must be mailed to the members 
of the League at least one month previous to their elec- 
tion, and confidential information concerning candidates 
solicited. 

Section 3. — Candidates to be eligible for member- 
ship in any class, except Honorary membership, must 
be directly engaged in the practice of architecture or 
the allied fine arts; and the Executive Committee may

drop from the list of members any who have ceased to 
be so engaged. 

Section 4. — Candidates for Associate membership 
must have studied architecture, sculpture or painting for 
at least two years in a school of recognized standing, 
and have been acquitted in a creditable manner, or be 
able to show to the satisfaction of the Executive Com- 
mittee their artistic ability, by submitting signed draw- 
ings or photographs of executed work. 

Office superintendents, head draughtsmen and archi- 
tectural designers who have been so employed for upward 
of eight years shall be eligible for election as Associate 
members. 

Section 5. — ^Associate members shall have all the 
rights and privileges of Active members of the same 
class, except to vote, hold office, or be members of the 
Executive Committee or any standing committees, with 
the exception of the Current Work Committee and the 
House Committee. 

Non-resident members shall have all the rights and 
privileges of Resident members of the same class, except 
to vote, hold office, or be members of the Executive or 
any standing committee. 

Honorary members shall have all the privileges of 
Non-resident Active members, but shall not be required 
to pay initiation fees or dues. 

Section 6. — No resident member of the League shall 
become a non-resident member, except through the action

of the Executive Conmuttee, tspon notification by the 
member in question that be has removed his residence. 

Section 7. — No person shall be or remain a non- 
resident member, if he has a residence or a business 
office within the circle of fifty miles from the New York 
City Hall. A non-resident member, becoming possessed 
of such residence or office, shall pay to the Treasurer the 
difference between the initiation fee and the dues of 
current year, which he has paid already, and those pre- 
scribed for Resident members of the same class, and he 
shall thereupon become a resident member. 

Section 8. — In the case of the intended absence of a 
resident member from the United States for a space of 
one year, the dues may be remitted for that year by the 
vote of the Executive Committee. In case of the return 
of the member before the lapse of one year, the dues 
for the whole year, or for the second half year, shall be 
payable, according to the number of months that have 
still to elapse. The Executive Committee may remit at 
their discretion the dues of any member who may have 
suffered from long-continued sickness. 

Section 9. — Any member, n^lecting to pay his dues 
or obligations of any sort to the League for two months 
after they are due, shall forfeit his right to membership ; 
and after one month's further notice, if such dues or 
obligations are still unpaid, he may be dropped from the 
roll of membership, at the discretion of the Executive 
Committee.

Section 10. — If any member shall be charged by any 
other member (in writing, signed and addressed to the 
Executive Committee) with conduct injurious to the 
interests of the League, or at variance with the require- 
ments of its Constitution, By-Laws, or Rules, the Con- 
mittee may thereupon inform, in writing, the member 
so charged. If, after giving the member so charged 
an opportunity to be heard, the Executive Committee 
shall be satisfied of the truth of the charge, and that the 
case demands such action, they may request such mem- 
ber to resign, or they may proceed to suspend him for a 
period not exceeding six months. If he declines to resign, 
upon notice to him of at least two weeks, the Executive 
Committee may proceed to expel him. A three-fourths 
vote of those present of the Executive Committee shall 
be required for expelling or suspending a member. 

At any regular or special meeting of the League (pro- 
vided there be a quorum) next following any suspen- 
sion or expulsion, an appeal may be taken from the 
decision of the Committee, and the member may be 
restored to his position by a vote of three-fourths of the 
resident members of the League present and voting. 

ARTICLE VI. 

ENTRANCE FEES AND YEARLY DUES. 

Section 1. — The entrance fees shall be ten dollars for 
resident members, and for all non-resident members, five 
dollars. If payment of the entrance fee and dues for the 
year or half year, as provided below, is not made within 
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CONSTITUTION. 

thirty days after notice of election shall have been given, 
the election shall be void. 

Section 2. — The yearly dues shall be: For active 
resident members, fifteen dollars; for associate resident 
members, ten dollars, and for all non-resident members, 
five dollars, payable in advance on the first day of 
January. 

Section 3. — Any person elected to membership of the 
League, after the first of July in any year, shall pay only 
one-half of the regular dues for that year. 

Section 4. — The Executive Committee is empowered 
to act on all matters relative to the enforcement or remis- 
sion of payment of dues. 

article VII. 

MEETINGS OF THE LEAGUE. 

Section I. — There shall be, on the first Tuesday of 
May, an annual meeting of the League, to elect a Presi- 
dent, two Vice-Presidents, members of the Executive 
Committee, and the delegates and alternates to the Fine 
Arts Federation. 

Section 2. — There shall be a stated meeting of the 
League in each month,* except the months of July, Au- 
gust and September. Special meetings shall be called at 
any time by the President, on the written request of ten 
members, or a majority of the Executive Committee. 



♦It is customary to hold regular meetings on the first Tuesday 
in each month, except when the first Tuesday is on Election 
Day, when the meeting will be held on the day following. 
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CONStlTUTlOK. 

Section 3. — Elections shall be by ballot, and a plur- 
al ty vote shall prevail. 

Section 4. — Should the office of President become 
vacant, a successor for the unexpired term shall be 
elected, according to the rules governing annual elections. 
But if the office of either Vice-President shall become 
vacant, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment of 
the President. 

Section 5. — No business shall be considered at any 
meeting of the League, or a three-fourths vote of the 
Executive Committee, except by a three-fourths vote 
of the members present. Twenty resident members shall 
constitute a quorum. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section 1. — This Constitution may be amended by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present at the annual 
meeting of the League, or a three-fourths vote of the 
members present at any stated meeting of the League; 
provided that a notice, setting forth the proposed amend- 
ment, shall have been sent by mail, at least two weeks 
previously, to each member of the League.

Section 1. Secretary. 

The Secretary shall direct the keeping of a complete 
record of all the proceedings of the League, of the 
Executive Committee, and the ordinary correspondence 
of the League and the Executive Committee. He shall 
have printed or written notices sent by mail to each mem- 
ber for all meetings, exhibitions, or other events of the 
League; such notices shall, in all cases, be sent at least 
one week before the date of the meeting or exhibition. 
He shall have notices issued for special meetings of the 
League upon the written request of the President, a 
majority of the Executive Committee, or ten of the resi- 
dent members. Such notices shall signify the authority 
under which they are made, without which the Secretary 
shall issue no notice. Notices of all regular or special 
meetings of the Executive Committee shall be sent to its 
members at least five days before such meetings. He 
shall have notices sent at once to candidates of their elec- 
tion to membership, and to the Treasurer forthwith of all 
changes in the status of members, or of any special action 
relative to them. He shall have a roll kept of the mem- 
bers of the League, and, on or before the first day of 
December in each year, shall furnish the Treasurer with 
a corrected roll of the members and their addresses.

He shall post the names of candidates for member- 
ship in the League's rooms at each regular meeting of 
the League. 

Section 2. Treasurer. 

The Treasurer shall perform the duties usually 
assigned to his office; he shall receive the funds of the 
League and disburse them under the direction of the 
Executive Committee. He shall make no payments of 
any kind save bills properly approved with two endorse- 
ments, one of whom shall be the officer or chairman of 
the committee requesting payment. His accounts shall 
be audited by the Audit Committee. 

Section 3. Standing Committee. 

There shall be the following Standing Committees, viz. : 

Committee on Architecture. 

Committee on Decoration. 

Committee on Sculpture. 

Catalogue Committee. 

Committee on Current Work. 

House Committee. 

Committee on Competitions and Awards. 

Membership Nominating Committee. 

The Exhibition Committee shall consist of the offi- 
cers and four sub-committees. One on architecture, one 
on decoration, one on sculpture, and one on catalogue; 
the members of these sub-committees shall be appointed 
as provided for the other standing committees; they, in 
each case, having power to add to their number.

The chairman of each standing committee shall be a 
member of the Executive Committee. 

The chairman and the other members shall be ap- 
pointed by the President at or before the first meeting 
of the Executive Committee (after the annual meeting 
of the League), and these appointments must be con- 
firmed by a majority vote at a meeting of the Executive 
Committee. Each committee shall have power to add to 
its number and to fill vacancies. 

The annual exhibition shall be held under the direction 
of the officers of the League and the Committees on 
Architecture, Decoration, Sculpture and Catalogue, who 
shall jointly constitute the Exhibition Committee, of 
which the President shall be chairman. 

L To the Committee on Architecture shall be re- 
ferred for report the names of all architects proposed for 
Associate membership or for advancement from Associ- 
ate membership to Active membership. This committee 
shall also act as jury for the selection of architectural 
illustrations for the Year Book and Catalogue and of the 
architectural exhibits for the exhibition. To it may be 
referred by the Executive Committee any matters of 
disinctive interest to the architectural profession. 

n. To the Committee on Decoration shall be 
referred for report the names of all painters proposed 
for Associate membership or for advancement from As- 
sociate to Active membership. This committee shall act 
as a jury for the selection of decorative illustrations for 
the Year Book and Catalogue and of decorative exhibits 
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for the exhibition. To it may be referred by the Execu- 
tive Committee any matters of distinctive interest to the 
profession of decorative painting. 

III. To the Committee on Sculpture shall be 
referred for report the names of all sculptors proposed 
for Associate membership or for advancement from Asso- 
ciate to Active membership. This committee shall also 
act as a jury for the selection of sculptural illustrations 
for the Year Book and Catalogue and of sculptural ex- 
hibits for the exhibition. To it may be referred by the 
Executive Committee any matters of distinctive interest 
to the profession of sculpture. 

IV. The Catalogue Committee shall edit and have 
charge of all catalogues of exhibitions, with power (sub- 
ject to the approval of the Executive Committee) to make 
all contracts for advertising in the catalogues. 

V. To the Committee on Current Work shall be 
referred questions pertaining to all subjects which are 
to be presented to the attention of the League by address, 
communication, or visitation, and this committee shall 
have power to duly arrange necessary details. 

VI. The House Committee shall have charge of all 
parts of the House, and shall have power to make House 
rules. It shall manage the Steward's department, en- 
gage and discharge employees, and shall notify other 
committees, on their request, for what times and purposes 
the rooms are available. 

It shall also have charge of all books, periodicals, pho- 
tographs, drawings and prints which may become the 
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property of the League, and shall have power, with the 
approval of the Executive Committee, to arrange them 
and provide for their use. 

When bills for House charges have been rendered a 
second time, and no response shall have been received for 
ten days thereafter, the names of members owing such 
amounts shall be posted on the bulletin board of the 
League. 

The credit of members for House charges shall be 
limited to the amount of ten dollars. 

VIL The Committee on Competitions and Awards 
shall have charge of all competitions which the League 
conducts; shall have power to determine the subjects, 
terms and conditions thereof, and arrange for the method 
of awarding prizes. 

VHL The Membership Nominating Committee 
shall consist of an architect, a painter and a sculptor, 
and shall be charged with the duty of proposing to the 
Executive Committee names for Associate membership. 
This committee shall also recommend Associates for elec- 
tion to Active membership. 

At meetings of the League the following shall be the 
Order of Business: 

/ L Reading of Minutes. 

H. Reports of Officers in their order. 

HL Reports of Standing Committees in their order. 

IV. Nominations. 

V. Elections. 

VL Amendments. 
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VII. Special Business. 
VIII. Miscellaneous Business. 
IX. Discourse or Paper, with any discussion or 
debate that may follow. 

The rules and orders of Cushing's Manual of Parlia- 
mentary Practice shall govern the meetings of the 
League, so far as they are applicable and not inconsistent 
with these By-Laws. 

Any motion or resolution offered at a meeting of the 
League shall, at the request of any resident member, be 
reduced to writing before it is acted upon. 

Section 5. Duties of the Executive Committee. 

The Executive Committee shall hold a regular meet- 
ing on the third Thursday after each regular meeting of 
the League.* 

Special meetings of the Executive Committee shall be 
called by the Secretary, at the direction of the President, 
or at the written request of three members of the Execu- 
tive Committee. 

At any meeting of the Executive Committee six per- 
sons, whether members of the committee proper, or in- 
cluding the President or Vice-Presidents, or both, shall 
constitute a quorum. 

At meetings of the Executive Committee no voting 
by proxy shall be admitted, except that any member may 
cast his vote on any specified question by means of a 
written communication, addressed to the Secretary. 



♦See Note, Article VII., Sec. 2, of the Constitution. 
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All proceedings of the Executive Committee, acting 
as a Committee on Admission, shall be privileged and 
confidential. 

No officer or member of the Executive Committee shall 
propose or second a candidate for resident or non-resi- 
dent membership; but the Executive Committee as a 
body may invite any person to become a member of the 
League. It shall be the duty of any member proposing 
or seconding any person for membership, to enter on 
a blank furnished for that purpose by the Secretary, the 
name, address and occupation of the candidate, together 
with his own name, and the date. The proposer and sec- 
onder shall, in the letters called for by the Constitution, 
furnish all information possible concerning the candidate 
and his qualifications for membership. 

No person proposed for membership and rejected by 
the Executive Committee shall be eligible for renomina- 
tion within a period of four months. 

Resignation of membership shall be made in writing 
and addressed to the Secretary, and shall be laid before 
the Executive Committee by him. No such resignation 
shall be accepted until all indebtedness of the member to 
the League shall have been duly discharged, nor in case 
there are charges pending against the member offering 
resignation. 

In the case of a member offering his resignation be- 
tween January 1st and July 1st, the Executive Committee 
may, at its discretion, excuse the payment of one-half the 
dues of the current year, and may repay the same if 
already paid. The Executive Committee shall have power 
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to drop from the roll of membership the name of any 
member who may fail to pay his dues after he has, in 
their judgment, been properly notified. 

The Executive Committee may reinstate a member 
who has been dropped from the roll for non-payment 
of dues upon his petition and payment of his back dues. 

Section 6. General. 

No person, not a member of the League, shall be ad- 
mitted to the dinners of the League, except on invitation 
of a member; and the member giving such invitation 
shall pay all the expenses of his guest. 

No book or other paper of the League shall be re- 
moved from the League rooms except by order of the 
Executive Committee. 

All correspondence of Officers or of Committees of the 
League shall be conducted through the Office of the 
League, or copies of all letters be sent to the Office for 
future reference. 

Section 7. Amendments and Suspension of By-Laws. 

These By-Laws may be amended at any meeting of the 
Executive Committee, provided that notice of the pro- 
posed action shall have been given at a previous regular 
or special meeting, and posted ; and any of these By-Laws 
may be suspended at any time by unanimous consent of 
members present. 

At any meeting of the League any of these By-Laws 
may be suspended by the unanimous consent of the resi- 
dent members present. 
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HOUSE RULES OF THE AMERICAN FINE 
ARTS SOCIETY. 



No dance or performance of any kind will be per- 
mitted in. this building without full description of what 
is contemplated being sent to this Society at least ten 
days before the date of the proposed entertainment, and 
the consent of its officers obtained. 

By order of the Fire Commissioner of the City of 
New York, the use of "ammunition, quick matches, 
sparklers, brilliant-colored fires," etc., etc., is prohibited. 

. To conform to Sec. 108 of the Building Code, "all 
aisles and passageways shall be kept free from camp 
stools, chairs, and other objects, and no person shall be 
allowed to stand in or occupy any of said aisles or pas- 
saigeways during any performance, exhibition, lecture or 
any public assembly." 

Decorations as adjuncts to entertainments shall be of 
a character as to material and shall be disposed with 
such care as to give no opportunity for accidental fires. It 
is suggested that they be saturated with some non-com- 
bustible material. (Building Code, Sec. 109.) Decora- 
tions shall not be arranged around the stairway or stair- 
way shaft in a manner to impede egress or the bringing 
up of fire hose. 
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The President shall appoint a Fire Committee to be 
represented by one or more of its members at every 
entertainment held in this building. 

Separate receptacles shall be kept for all waste paper, 
etc., which shall be taken into the cellar each day, and 
no inflammable refuse of any kind shall be left in the 
rooms over night. 

All radiators and steam pipes shall at all times be kept 
clear of movable articles (such as canvases, easels, 
chairs), and the servants of the Art Students' League 
shall see that this regulation has been carried out before 
leaving the League rooms for the night. 

None but safety matches may be used in the building. 

A special fire alarm is located in the main hall of the 
building, at the left of the entrance to the cloak room, 
and all employees of the Societies using the building 
should be informed of the fact and notified to pull the 
alarm on the discovery of fire. A second special fire 
alarm is installed in the basement, at the entrance to the 
modeling room. 

The halls of the building are to be used for no other 
purpose than ingress and egress. 

General Lease, 1893. Sec X. The said Society 
* * * shall not permit any unseemly or unusual noise 
or cause of annoyance to be made or maintained by any 
of its members, or by any person upon its premises, or 
anything to be done upon its premises which shall consti- 
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tute a nuisance or annoyance or interference of any kind 
with the use of other portions of the building by the 
tenants, or with the public exhibitions in the galleries 
in the said building, or in adjoining buildings or the 
neighborhood. And the said Society hereby agrees to 
make and enforce all needful rules and regulations to 
carry out the terms of this lease, and to prevent the 
violation thereof by its members or persons upon said 
premises. 

CELLAR. 

Smoking in the storerooms in the cellar is strictly 
prohibited, and rubbish of any inflammable nature must 
be disposed of daily. 

Should any Society or Tenant desire any services from 
any of the employees of the American Fine Arts Society, 
it shall make request for such services in writing to the 
American Fine Arts Society, and not directly to the em- 
ployees. 

The premises leased from the American Fine Arts 
Society shall not be assigned or any part thereof as- 
signed, or underlet, or used for any other purpose than 
that stated in the lease, without the written consent of 
the American Fine Arts Society. 



EXTRACTS FROM THE SPECIAL LEASE OF THE GALLERIES. 

All objects for exhibition of every kind shall be taken 
to and removed from the galleries by way of the Fifty- 
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eighth Street entrance, and such objects shall not be taken 
in or out of the Fifty-seventh Street entrance without 
the consent of the American Fine Arts Society. 

Exhibits in packing cases shall not be received in the 
building. 

Exhibits shall not be packed in boxes or cases in the 
building. 

The party of the second part agrees to prevent all 
smoking in the galleries, of any part of the cellar, by 
any of its members, guests or employees, without having 
first obtained written permission from the American 
Fine Arts Society. Committees employing workmen are 
hoi den to inform them that they are forbidden to smoke 
in the building and to enforce this regulation. 

The party of the second part agrees to remove all 
exhibits, appurtenances or objects in any way connected 
with this exhibition from the galleries prior to the expira- 
tion of this lease, in default of which the party of the 
second part agrees to pay $100 for each day, or part of 
a day, during which any part of said galleries is occupied 
by any exhibit or appurtenance connected with this exhi- 
bition. All objects above referred to not removed from 
the building within six (6) days after the expiration of 
this lease may be placed in storage by the party of the 
first part at the cost and risk of the lessee, or otherwise 
disposed of. 

General Lease, 1893. SecVllI. * * * This 
lease shall not be assigned, nor the premises or any part 
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thereof assigned, or underlet, or used for any. other pur- 
pose than that abo^e stated without the written consent 
of the said Americaei Fine Arts Society, its successors or 
assigns under the penalty of immediate forfeiture at the 
election of the American Fine Arts Society. 

Sec. IX. * * * Nothing shall be brought into, or 
kept, or done on the premises leased, or the appurten- 
ances, which shall conflict with any law, ordinance, or 
rule of any public department relating to fires or health 
or any other subject, or which shall in any way render 
fire risks in said premises extra hazardous. Hallways, 
entrances, passages, stairways, and sidewalks shall not be 
obstructed or used for any other purpose than ingress and 
egress. 

It is agreed that the party of the second part shall not 
decorate the premises herem leased without submitting a 
plan of such decoration and obtaining the written ap- 
proval of the party of the first part. Committees are 
cautioned against the use of inflammable materials, espe- 
cially evergreens. 

Wrapping papers, etc., brought into the galleries must 
be promptly collected and disposed of. 

Cutting the wall covering or the floors or the placing 
of exhibits in such a manner as to have a tendency to 
injure the walls or floors is prohibited. 

In order to prevent misunderstanding in the future 
as to the means taken by the Trustees of the American 
Fine Arts Society to safeguard the interests of the stock- 
holders and of each of the component societies, it is 
hereby 
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Resolved, That all special permits, privileges, etc., 
granted at any time by the American Fine Arts Society 
to the Architectural League, the Art Students' League, 
and the National Academy of Design, other than those 
specifically set forth in the leases be and are hereby 
rescinded. 

Resolved, That the following permissions be granted : 

Permission is hereby granted to the Architectural 
League to sublet its room to the Fine Arts Federation of 
New York for the purpose of its meetings. 

Permission is hereby given to the Architectural 
League to sublet its room to the New York Chapter of 
the American Institute of Architects for the purpose of 
its meetings and for the exhibition of designs, and for no 
other purpose. 

Permission is hereby granted to the Architectural 
League to sublet its room to the Society of Beaux Arts 
Architects for the purposes of the Annual Meeting and 
Dinner and other strictly professional meetings of said 
Society of Beaux Arts Architects, and for the exhibition 
of drawings and designs, and for no other purpose. 

Permission is hereby given to the Architectural 
League to sublet its assembly room to the National 
Society of Mural Painters as a meeting room and as an 
exhibition room, and for no other purpose. 
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Permission to smoke in the galleries is hereby given to 
the members of the various Societies and their friends 
(but not to workmen) on such ocasions as the officers 
of said Societies may elect, provided all restrictions in 
the leases regarding inflammable or otherwise dangerous 
materials have been strictly observed.

THE EXHIBITION COMMITTEE Reports: 

Report of the Committee on Architecture. 

The Committee on Architecture begs to report that the 27th 
Annual Exhibition in spite of many drawbacks was an unques- 
tioned success, and in the opinion of more than one unprej- 
udiced critic was an unparalleled success. 

Among the drawbacks referred to above was the inability to 
secure certain notable Governmental work which the Committee 
was led to understand would be available but which was withheld 
at the eleventh hour. These exhibits were counted upon for 
conspicuous centers of arrangement. In their absence the Com- 
mittee was obliged to select for central points of interest exhibits 
from the general mass of contributions, this idea being to use as 
focal centers of interest prominent exhibits of sculpture, mural 
decorations, tapestry, etc., instead of purely architectural subjects. 
Although the idea might be criticised as being outside of the 
province of a purely architectural exhibition, the Committee 
believes it to be a commendable move toward a more complete 
presentation of the allied arts and of greater interest to the public 
at large, a scheme which the Committee heartily recommends 
to future committees. 

Special attention was given to the arrangement of exhibits 
with a view to secure harmonious effects both in color and value 
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and to secure a suitable disposition as to medium and subject. 
In this work of arrangement the Committee, in common with 
its predecessors, was greatly hampered by lack of adequate wall 
spdce and because of this deficiency the Committee's conviction 
that it was better not to hang an exhibit than to sky it beyond 
appreciation, many deserving exhibits passed upon favorably by 
the jury of selection, could not be shown. 

The Committee feels that one feature which is worthy of note 
was the generous use of evergreens, which in the present instance, 
aided materially in setting off the exhibits to the best advantage. 
In this connection a word of appreciation and thanks is due 
to the courtesy and generosity of Messrs. Wadley & Smythe. 
The report covering the expenses of the Exhibition is embodied 
in the Treasurer's report.

Report of the Committee on Decoration. 

The exhibition of decorative painting this year, as last year, 
was not only large, but many of the exhibits came from painters 
who had not before exhibited in the League. The circle of 
exhibitors from whom work may be expected is undoubtedly 
larger than it was. The number of works contributed during 
the last few years leads your Committee to think there is less 
cause for apprehension regarding meager axhibitions than was 
the case formerly. 

We are able to show a few canvases which represented 
executed commissions, but, as usual, not as many as would be 
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desirable. The surprising variety of the contributions was typical 
of the League's exhibits. The Mural Paintings ranged from the 
monumental historical subject to the lighter decorative fantasies, 
from the plains of California to Calypso's isle. Methods of stained 
glass work of all ages were illustrated, and the ingenuity and 
good taste of the objects of applied arts brought the exhibition 
in this respect to as high a standard as it has ever reached. 

In this connection, the Committee recommends for your con- 
sideration the appointment of members from the other com- 
mittees, whose special work it will be to judge the objects of 
applied art of such other exhibits as do not fall within the three 
classes. Many of our exhibits this year did not fall into the 
classifications of architecture, sculpture, or decoration, the Com- 
mittee of the latter class being identified with decoration as 
a graphic art. There was consequently a loss of efficiency in 
Committee work. 

The exhibit of the School of Rome was not as representative 
in the department of painted decoration as we would wish. The 
Committee recommends that special attention be given to this 
interesting and important department of the School's activity, in 
order to secure for the League next year an adequate showing. 

The Catalogue of the Architectural League now published also 
as a year book should contain reproductions of most important 
mural paintings executed every year in the United States. With 
that object in view we recommend that all mural painters be 
requested to send photographs of such work for the exhibition, 
and consequently for the catalogue, even though it would not 
be possible to exhibit the original work or studies.

Your Committee in making its report is pleased to say that 
the works of Sculpture in this year's Exhibition, though of 
great diversity of character, attained a distinct high standard 
in all the branches represented. There was a very good showing 
of works of monumental character and of decorative work in 
connection with buildings, as well as some of the smaller pieces 
for the decoration of the home. 

Although your Committee feels that the general effect of the 
Sculpture as distributed in the three galleries was good, the 
same or better results should be attainable with not so great a 
sacrifice of time if the plan of collaboration between the three 
Committees having the arrangement of the Exhibition in charge 
is more strictly adhered to. 

Your Committee also believes that the placing of a suitable 
piece of sculpture at the entrance to the building or the lawn 
beside it during the Exhibition, as suggested by the Exhibition' 
Committee and carried into effect by your Committee, will 
always prove an attraction to the public and would advise that 
this Committee's successors take timely steps toward securing 
appropriate works for exhibitions to come.

Report of the Catalogue Committee. 
The Catalogue Committee begs to report as follows: 

The contract with Mr. Baker, advertising agent for the 
Annual Catalogue which had two years to run, was cancelled by 
mutual consent and new contract for three years was made with 
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Mr. Baker, along similar lines, but with the very important 
addition of a clause which guaranteed $110,000. a year in gross 
advert^ing contracts. This meant an assured income from 
advertisements to the League of $7y333.33, and seemed to your 
Committee a very advantageous agreement to enter into, although 
there was no practical method of positively insuring the per- 
formance of this contract on Mr. Baker's iJart. The possibility 
of the gross advertisements falling below the net amount assured 
to the League is so small that it is not believed that there is 
any but the remotest chance of the League not being assured of 
a net income from the advertisements of %7y333.33 during the 
term of the contract. As a matter of fact, the advertisements this 
year amounted to about $12,200. which is higher than any pre- 
vious year excepting last year, where the amount was about $250. 
more. 

After much consideration, it was decided to keep the catalogue 
the large size. The weight of last year's catalogue, which was 
five pounds, was reduced to three and one half pounds, by u^ng 
a little lighter paper, and thereby enabling the catalogue even 
when packed to go through the mails, which reduced the e:xpense 
of delivery. 

The index was put in a separate pamphlet for the purpose of 
making it easier to insure the prompt appearance of the catalogue 
and also to make it possible for visitors to carry the index with 
them and leave the book at the catalogue desk. 

The general style of the book was kept the same as last year, 
with the exception of a change in type and an effort to keep 
uniform margins for all illustrations. The results of these 
changes together with other economies which were exercised, 
reduced the cost of the book materiajly. 

The Catalogue Committee begs to call the attention of the 
members of the League to the. advertisements in the catalogue. 
It is only through the advertisers that the League Exhibition is 
made possible, without great expense to the members of the 
League, and it would be only fair for the members of the League 
to show their interest and appreciation by keeping the catalogue 
as a reference book and consulting, the advertisements in it. In 
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this way the catalogue as an advertising medium would increase 
in value with corresponding benefit to the League.

Report of the Secretary of the Exhibition Committee. 

The Secretary of the Exhibition Committee begs to report as 
follows : 

Several innovations have been made in the details of the work 
of the Exhibition this year, which the Committee feels have 
proven of advantage, principally in the matter of reducing 
expenses : 

Circulars of information, of which about six thousand five 
hundred were sent out, were printed on lighter paper, which 
could be mailed for two cents instead of four cents, thereby 
saving over $ioo. in postage alone. 

The number of free days of each week was reduced to one, 
namely Saturday, resulting in an increase of receipts for attend- 
ance from $100. to $700. While the slight decrease in total 
attendance could probably be accounted for by the fact that in 
former years visitors came more than once, notice was sent out 
with the tickets to members, that extra tickets would be supplied 
on request; so that the increase of pay days did not affect the 
members or their friends in any way. 

The lectures were given on three nights (Saturday). Owing 
to this and to special announcements which were placed in the 
galleries, the attendance was unprecedented, about two hundred 
and fifty attending each lecture. 
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Every effort was made to reduce the expenses of the hanging 
of the exhibits; and the scientific management which was shown 
by the hanging committee cut the cost materially. The expense 
of returning the exhibits this year was placed upon the exhibitors 
themselves instead of being paid for by the League as m former 
years. 

Thanks are due Mr. Boring for his generous donation of hand- 
picked fir trees which were used with good effect for exterior 
decoration and doubtless helped to increase the attendance — some 
exterior decorations to call especial attention to the exhibit is 

strongly recommended. ^ ^ „ , . ,

During the winter the League rooms have been rented to the 
New York Chapter A. I. A. and the Mural Painters for their 
meetings. The large room has also been rented to the Guild of 
Book Workers for an Exhibition, The Digressionists and the 
Society of Columbia Architects for dinners and meetings, and to 
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Mr. Charles Hoffbauer for six weeks as a studio; all of which has 

brought an increased revenue as will be seen in the Treasurer's 

report.
